A  letter  before  each  variety  indicates,  for  quick  reference, 
the  season  of  flowering — Early,  Late,  etc.  The  date  after 
each  variety  is  approximate  date  of  flowering.  Where 
possible,  date  of  best  bud  is  suggested. 

E  — Early.  To  get  best  flowers  it  is  important  to  order  early 
and  plant  early  in  May  or  June  for  best  results. 
If  buds  are  not  formed  on  dates  shown,  reserve 
the  first  bud  appearing  after  that  date. 

M — Midseason.  When  seasons  are  favorable,  some  of  these 
will  bloom  a  few  days  before  November  1st. 

L  — Late.  Late-flowering  varieties  usually  have  best 

blooms  about  November  10th,  if  early  buds  are 
taken  and  the  season  is  favorable.  These  varieties 
may  be  had  for  later  blooming  by  selecting  the  later 
buds  and  planting  later. 

T  — Thanksgiving  varieties  usually  flower  shortly  before 
Thanksgiving,  but  can  be  held,  in  most  cases  for 
Thanksgiving  sales.

This  is  generally  practiced  now  by  many  growers  in  a  satisfac¬ 
tory  way,  covering  with  black  cloth  about  5  P.M.  and  removing 
same  7  A.M.  Do  not  use  a  poor  quality  cloth  that  tears  easily 
because  it  allows  too  much  light  to  penetrate.  A  cloth  termed  a 
2-foot  candle  or  less  is  best  suited. 

For  Pompons,  continue  shading  until  latest  bud  shows  color 
and  the  majority  of  flowers  are  quite  well  developed.  For  Large- 
flowering  Commercial  Varieties,  shading  can  be  discontinued  after 
all  flowering  buds  have  attained  about  3/£-inch  diameter.
